INavy Medicine Active Component Sailor of the Year 


Petty Officer First Class Karla Quintero was born in Waukegan, Illinois, in November 

1985. She enlisted in the U.S. Navy on May 23, 2006 and went on to attend Recruit Training 
(Command in Great Lakes, Illinois until July 2006. Upon graduation from boot camp, she reported to 
Hospital Corpsman "A" School, in Great Lakes, Illinois. In Nov 2006, she reported to Naval Hospital 
Jacksonville, FL. 


In November of 2007 she deployed with Joint Task Force Guantanamo, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba for 
six months. Upon her return, she was accepted to attend Preventive Medicine Technician (PMT) "C" 
School in San Diego, CA where she earned the rank ofHM3; she graduated PMT School with honors 
in July 2009. 

After graduation. she reported to Naval Hospital Okinawa where she meticulously managed the 
communicable disease surveillance program. She promoted to the rank of HM2 before transferring to 
Fleet Medical Service Technician School in Camp Lejeune, North Carolina. Upon successful completion she earned the coveted 8404 
(LO3A) Navy Enlisted Classification (NEC) code. 





In January 2013 she reported to 1st Medical Battalion, Camp Pendleton, California. She supervised the operations of the Readiness 
[Department in the Regimental Aid Station and earned her Fleet Marine Force Enlisted Warfare Specialist device for Logistic Combat 
Element. She was then chosen to deploy with Combat Logistics Battalion-7 to Camp Leatherneck, Afghanistan where her dedication 
led to her selection as Combat Logistics Battalion -7 Junior Sailor of the Quarter, 3rd Quarter, CY 2014 and an Army Achievement 
Medal. Upon her return she was selected as I Marine Expeditionary Forces, JSOQ, 2nd Quarter, CY 2015. 


She reported to Navy Environmental and Preventive Medicine Unit FIVE in February 2016 where she promoted to the rank of HM1 
land was selected to be the Command Career Counselor. In February 2018, she deployed as the Forward Deployable Preventive 
Medicine Unit (FDPMU) Leading Petty Officer during Pacific Partnership 2018 showcasing the advanced 
water testing capabilities of the FDPMU to global partners and allies. She earned two Enlisted Warfare 
devices, received a Navy and Marine Corps Achievement Medal and upon her return, earned the Master 
(Training Specialist qualification. Her devotedness to the mission and her Sailors contributed to her 
selection as NEPMU FIVE's, Navy Medicine East, and Navy Medicine’s Sailor of the Year FY18.

Respiratory Therapists assist medical officers in 
treating patients using a variety of controlled breathing 
apparatus that employ medical gases. Perform medical 
gas therapy, nebulization therapy, mechanical 
ventilation, blood gas analysis and pulmonary function 
testing. They maintain all safety precautions related to 
blood gas testing, gas storage and handling. L32As 
perform minor repair and preventive maintenance on 
tracheostomy and endotracheal apparatus, ventilators, 
blood gas equipment, and electronic monitoring and 
resuscitation equipment.
